Some _ have 
seemed to think the conference should 
begin with November as it is the firs’ 
month of the new pastoral year, oth- 
rs think it should begin with the 
first of October as it is the beginning 
of the Sunday School quarter. 
If you will notice, the conference 
by being held the first of each quar- 
er, beginning at the New Year, i. c. 
January, will come on _ the first of 
Tanuary, April, July, and October. In 
his way the business of the outgoing 
vastoral year all proceeds the General 
‘ssembly, which gives time for all 
he reports and such like to be at- 
‘ended to by the old pastor, which is 
nuch better as it allows time for the 
new pastor to get acquainted with his 
new appointment before plunging in- 
to a conference. Where there are pas- 
tors the district overseer feels should 
be trusted with the responsibility of 
the quarterly conferences they may 
be allowed to hold them.

THE SLEEPY DO-NOTHING 
DEMON 

Millions are being lulled to sleep to- 
day by these demons and have sat 
down on the stool of do-nothing, ex- 
pecting to go up to meet Jesus when 
He comes, 

If there is any class of people I 
doubt being there, it is this class. I 
truly believe that it will take being 
filled with the Holy Ghost to enable 
us to be ready to go, and I can’t con- 
ceive of any one who is filled with the 
Spirit being content to do nothing for 
the Lord. It is always this kind that 
the demon can use in his business of 
criticism of those who are on fire for 
God and want to be busy for the Mas- 
ter. Lord, keep us so busy ‘that we 
won’t have time to criticize the other 
fellow who is striving to do his best. 

CARELESSNESS 

We do not know how or where to 
begin on this subject, as there are so 
many forms of carelessness. If the av- 
erage business men were as careless 
as the average Christian is today, his 
business would go down inside a 
month’s time. Yes, “procrastination is 
the thief of time,” so we read. The 
business man who. receives letters 
must be prompt in answering them. 
If he is not, somebody else gets the 
business. These demons of careless- 
ness will say, “No use in being in a 
hurry, next week will do as well. The 
person at the other end of the line may 
be discouraged by that time, and gone 
overboard, thinking no one cared for 
their soul. The business that man 
or woman wrote you about may be 
more important and urging than you 
think and they need your answer at 
once. 

I remember one case in particular 
when a dear woman wrote to me and 
told me her trouble and I knew I 
should write her at once, but this de- 
mon told me a little later would do, 
and I put it off. Not long after I had 
a letter from her husband and he told 
me they had taken her to the insane 
asylum. My letter perhaps came _ too 
late. God’s work demands promptness 
just as much as the business of this 
world does. 

Then there is carelessness along an- 
other line we want to speak of, that 
is, carelessness along the line of dress. 
I am sure the Lord who made such a 
beautiful world and clothed it with 
such beautiful flowers and grass is 
also mindful of His children. There 
is an idea abroad in the land among 
some people that the way to be hum- 
ble is to be slouchy. Now we want to 
use the thought of the old negro song, 
“Keep in de middle ob de road.” This 
is what we believe in doing as we 
travel along this highway of holiness. 
We surely do believe that God intends 
for us to dress so we will not attract 
attention either way. Not so egaudy 
that we will bring reproach on the 
cause nor so far to the other extreme 
that we’ll disgust people theother way. 
I believe we should sttdy what we 
should wear so that we will have the 
greater influence. Our prayer life 
should include, “Lord, teach me how 
to be sensible along all lines, especial- 
ly along the line of dress.” God wants 
us to glorify Him in our dress. Now 
I don’t want you to misunderstand 
me. I do not mean that we must wear 
expensive clothes. The Bible speaks 
against that, but we can wear neat 
and clean clothes. I am sure most of 
you anyway catch my thought. 

Another kind of carelessness I want 
to speak about is that which exists 
some places in regard to the kind of 
places:in which we have to worship. 
I believe God wants us to have some 
pride along this line. We may not have 
money to build fine costly buildings 
put it takes very little to tidy up 
what you do have and make the out- 
side world know that somebody wor- 
ships there. I am not afraid nor too 
proud to go into any kind of place 
to worship and if necessary I would 
do it, but I don’t believe it is neces- 
sary as long as the eattle on a thou: 
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sand hills belong to the Lord. The 
devil has everything fixed up dainty 
and nice to attract away from God, 


why should we not make things as|'S 
beautiful as we can to attract the peo- | 2 


ple to the place where we can give 


them the gospel and get them saved. |, 


SENSITIVE DEMONS 

It is said that sensitiveness is a 
form of selfishness, which I guess is 
right. Some people are always going 
around with their feelings sticking 
out, ready for some one to step on, 
and they go around pouting for weeks 
and hindering God’s work. If when 
folks get their feelings hurt they 
would go to the one who has offended 
and talk to them about it, they could 
get things straightened. up in a few 
moments and be shouting, “Glory.” 
Nine-tenths of the trouble in the 
church is through misunderstandings, 
and instead of getting at the thing im- 
mediately they harbor it in their 
heart till it turns to hatred and causes 
all kinds of trouble, just what the de 
mons started out to do. Sensitiveness 
has no place in this Highway of Holi- 
ness, and if we are tinged with it we 
must confess we are off the track and 
fix things up and get back at once. 

CONTRARY DEMONS 

The devil knows that if God’s peo- 
ple work in harmony the world will 
soon be won for Christ, so he uses 
his contrary demons freely. Some one 
in the church starts out to do some- 
thing for God and everybody seems 
happy over it and puts their shoulder 
to the wheel and are actually accom- 
plishing something for God when old 
Satan gets his contrary demons ready 
for their work. He looks around for 
some one who is not watching and 
praying and at once sets his contrary 
demons to work. Mrs. Jones is sure 
that is not the thing to do at all and 
for her part she is not going to have 
a thing to do with it. Then in a short 
time she has Sister Smith and Sister 
White and some more all on her side 
and the church is divided and God 
cannot work. It is just as apt to be 
Brother Jones, Brother Smith and 
Brother White as it is these sisters. 
The ‘devil has no respect of persons. 
Human instruments is what he wants. 
There is no contrariness on the High- 
way of Holiness that our scripture 
speaks about. 

CRITICISING AND FAULT- 
FINDING DEMONS 

I have an idea that every one who 
reads this article has met these de- 
mons, and perhaps they have at some- 
time or other entertained some of 
them, It’s very easy for us to see our 
brother’s faults and forget all the 
beautiful things about his life.
